When any one Compares this with the Apoſtle Peter's Pulttive Aﬀer- 
tion of a New Heaven, and Earth, wherein Righteouſneſe ſhall dwell at the Day 
of 'hrijl; and that a Day ith the Lord is as a 1houſand Years ; and fees here 
a City, (as will be ſeen) of a Thouſand YearsState of Peace,and,as fecur'd from
